Tasty Dishes a Fodiy. 


INITIAL MEAL 
FOR THE BRI2E 


By JUDITH V WILSON 


HEN your honeymoon is over 

and the last curtain put ip vo 
Place you will be ready to plan 
and prepare for your first dinner 
in your new home. Jt will be one 
of the most thrilling events of 
your whole life when you and 
your husband sit down to your 
first table-set-for-two. Whether 
youw-are an experienced cook or 
Whether you have never so much 
as boiled water before, you will 
probably spend hours preparing 
this wonderful ‘‘first meal.” 

Keep the menu simple and 
satisfying. Those above will give 
you the idea of simplicity which 
must be observed in all meal 
planning. Do not attempt mo:e 
than you can carry through to 
cerfection whether you servc 
corned beef or roast duckhng 
with orange sauce. umd try to 
plan the items to inake as ai- 
tractive an entemble as possible. 

Cooking for two is a trick that 
is sometimes difficult for the ex- 
perienced cook. so you should 
proceed carefully on this occa- 
sion. Do not attempt’a fanev 
roast or meat dish, but get a cut 
that can be broiled or fried and 
will furnish just the right 
amount for two persor.;. A small 
frying chicken, four lamb chops 
or a porterhouse steak will make 
enough for two. 

If you select the chicken, have 
the butcher draw it and split it 
agown the back for broiling. When 
you get home, wash it quickly 
under cold water, dry on a soft 
towel and then -:pread with 
melted butter and lay in the ice 
box until fifteen minutes before 
meal time. Chops or steak will 
not require washing, but they 
should be buttered or oiled the 
same way and kept iu the ice 
box. 


Strawberry Cream Pie 

Give your attention to the 
dessert next. Strawberry cream 
pie is a bit eabdr: ate kut you can 
make it. Mix two-thirds cup of 
sugar, three and ote halt. tables 
spoons cornst4rch and one- 
sighth teaspoon salt. Add two 
cups scalded milk a little at a 
time. Cook in a double boiler, 
stirring constantly until the mix- 
ture is thick, then add two beat- 
en egg yolks and cook a minute 
or co longer. Add one-half téa- 
spoon vanilla then pour into a 
beked pie shell to cool. Cover the 
top with one cup of hulled, sliced 
strawberries and cover with a 
strawberry meringue.

The President’s Son Sets 
A Precedent... Divorce 


In Ruling Families 


HE announcement, officialls 

confirmed by the two fami- 

ies, that young Eliott Roosevelt. 
the second son of the President. 
has established a residence at 
Reno in order to facilitate a di- 
vorce to be obtained by his wife, 
the former Miss Donner, of Ph 
adelphia, arouses interest, as 
anything connected with the 
President does, but also because 
of its unique character. 

It is rot recollected that pre- 
viously there has ever been a 
divorce in a President’s family. 
Indeed, there has probably not 
been a case of divorce directly 
by a cabinet officer. or a judge of 
a high court, or a senator or 
congressman or @ governor dur- 
ing their tenure of office, al- 
though this may be too sweeping 
an assertion. Of course, this is 
no reflection on the President's 
fumily; it merely means that un- 
lil ‘ecent years, divorces were 
not as frequent or as accepted 
in America as they now are. 

Diverces have always ween 
comparatively rare ic ruling 
famines. Cne of Queen Victo- 
Yia’S grand-rdaughters, Princess 
Aribert of Anhalt, a daughter of 
Princess delena of Great Bri- 
tais, the wife of Prince Christian 
oi Sehleswig-Holstein, divorced 
he. husband. Queen Victoria, 
who during her whole reign of 
sixty-four years had imposed a 
court ban on ladies who were di- 
vorced, would have been quite 
perturbed. 

The two most famous divorces 


“in history are probably those of 


Napoleon and of Henry VIII. 

Napoleon, although he had se- 
lected the son of his brother 
Louis, whom he had made King 
of Holland, as his heir, regarded 
his dynasty as insecure unless he 
had a direct heir. He, therefore, 
after much perturbation, for he 
Was genuinely fond of Josephine, 
resolved to divorce the Empress. 
Tine difficulties were great. Na- 
poleon, when a young general, 
before he was appointed to the 
command of the Army of italy, 
had married’the charming 
Madame Beauharnais at a civil 
registry, the only.means of mar- 
riage then cvaildble. Pope Pius 
VII. before consenting to crown 
Josephine as Empress, stipulated 
that there should bé a religious 
marriage, and accordingly, on 
the evening before the Corona- 
tion at Notre Dame, Napoleon 
and the Empress were privately 
married at the Palace of the 
Luxembourg by Cardinal Fesch, 
Napoleon’s uncle. 

This would seem to be ample 
security for the validity of a 
marriage. But when the divorce 
was desired, it was discovered 
that a decree of the Council of 
Trent provided that a marriage 
should either be performed by 
the pastor of the parish church, 
or he should give a waiver. It 
was convenient now to remem- 
ber this, and poor Josephine was 
divorced. 

The divorce was sufficient to 
satisfy the head of the Haps- 
burgs, the first family in Europe 
i> precedence, and so the Em- 
peror Francis gave the Arch- 
duchess Marie Louise to Napo- 
leon, an extraordinary marriage 
for the son of a small Corsican 
nobleman. 

a * a 

ENRY VIII's case, which pro- 

duced such momentous con- 
sequences, was not so simple. His 
Queen, Catherine, the daughter 
of Ferdinand and Isabella, had 
beer. married to Henry’s elder 
brother, Arthur, Prince of Wales. 
Arthur died before he was six- 
teen, and his father, Henry VII, 
procured a dispensation from 
Pope Juis II, allowing Catherine 
to marry her deceased husband’s 
brother, and this was done just 
after Henry VIII succeeded to 
the throne. 

This would have seemed to be 
sufficient. But after many years, 
Catherine had only one daugh- 
ter, afterwards Queen Mary, and 
Henry desired a male heir. So 
he began to have scruples as to 
whether Pope Julius’ Bull had 
been properly worded, or wheth- 
er a Pope could grant such a dis- 
pensation at all. He therefore 
appealed to Pope Clement VII, a 
Medici. is placed that Pope in 
great straits, because the Em- 
peror Charles V, who trolled 
Italy, was Queén Catherine's 
nephew, and stood I6yally by his 
aunt. And a Medici, even if he 
was Pope, could not but be con- 
cerned about Florence. So there 
were interminable délays and 
evasions, until finaly Henry pro- 
nounced his divorce himsélf; and 
thereby separatéd the Char of of 
England from the Holy See: 

Of course, there were other 
considerations—the fair face of 
Anne Boleyn, destined for a few 
yér-s to succeed Catherine as 
Queen, and then to her mysteri- 
ous death on a scaffold in the 
Tower. And it is true that Henry 
might have been - somewhat 
moved also by the desire to avert 
any dispute about the succes- 
sion, seeing that the long war 
between the two royal Roses was 
on'v a few generations back, and 
no women had eyer then sat on 
= English throne.
